Sanctuary Housing bosses apologise as elderly 
residents ‘have to get taxi to Ely for a shower’

ELDERLY residents had to get 
a taxi from Soham to Ely if they 
wanted to shower, according 
to furious relatives, because 
the sheltered housing complex 
where they live had no hot wa¬ 
ter for a fortnight. 

The boiler at Millbrook House 
care complex in Lode Close, 
Soham, which is managed by 
Sanctuary Housing, broke down 
on Christmas Eve - and was

eventually repaired on Tuesday. 

Mark Shelton, whose 86-year- 
old mother, Una, lives at the 
complex, described the situa¬ 
tion as “appalling”. 

Mr Shelton, of Low Road, 
Queen Adelaide, said: “My 
mother pays a substantial ser¬ 
vice charge to Sanctuary Hous¬ 
ing each month and it is an 
unacceptable state of affairs 



that a housing association like 
this does not have a suitable 
engineer who can fix the water 
boiler, have a stand-by boiler 
or have a suitable contingency 
plan for residents should an in¬ 
cident like this happen.” 

Speaking to Ely News the day 
before the boiler was fixed, he 
said: “None of the flats have had 
hot water since Christmas Eve, 
which is appalling. Some flats, 
although not my mother’s, have

Boathouse work 
‘is catastrophic’ 


AN environmental activist 
has slammed the develop¬ 
ment of Cambridge Univer¬ 
sity’s new boathouse in Ely 
as an “absolute disaster” and 
is calling for work to stop. 

Nick Ward, 53, a former 
sculler himself, says the 
work being carried out on 
the multi-million pound 
scheme at Fore Mill Wash is 
“catastrophic”. 

Mr Ward, of Robert Jen¬ 
nings Close, Cambridge, 
but who says he has great 
connections with Ely and its 
Riverside, said: “The coun¬ 
cillors who approved this 
development need to be 
named and shamed. 

“The university doesn’t 
need this boathouse. All 
they need is the rack space 
- they have everything else 
they need in Cambridge. 
What they’re doing is extrav¬ 
agant and over-the-top, and 
the people of Ely will suffer. 

“Its effects on the River 
Great Ouse, its ecosystems 
and the local community 
will be an absolute disas- 
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ter. In fact, the work that’s 
already been carried out is 
catastrophic - trees have 
been removed, there is con¬ 
crete everywhere; it’s tragic. 

“Another huge concern 
is flooding. This should not 
be being built on the flood 
plain.” 

Mr Ward, a musician and 
former playwright, and 
whose father, Hubert Ward, 
is a former head of King’s 
Ely, describes himself as a 
“peaceful activist”. 

On Christmas Day, he 
placed a teddy bear, hold¬ 
ing a pirate flag, on to one of 
the newly-created pontoons 
at the site, and scribbled 
the following poem into the 
concrete: “ Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity: So well read, curst be 
he or she who removes this 
ted. 

“You can’t build a house 
on the floodplain, the water 
will rise, like the tears in your 


eyes, you can’t build a house 
on the floodplain.’’ 

Planning permission to 
build the boathouse was 
granted in May 2013, subject 
to 29 conditions. 

Ewan Pearson, chairman 
of Project Ely, the name giv¬ 
en to the development, said: 
“We would like to stress that 
all the environmental con¬ 
cerns that Mr Ward has were 
discussed in considerable 
detail with the council and 
the various environmental 
groups that were parties to 
the planning process. 

“When the council grant¬ 
ed planning permission 
it did so with a number of 
strenuous conditions, 29 in 
all. Several of these relate 
to care for the environment 
and compensation for any 
potential environmental 
impact that the project may 
have. We take our respon¬ 
sibilities seriously and are 
complying fully with those 
conditions, to the timetable 
required, as the project pro¬ 
gresses.”

also had no heating. My 
mother needs a wheeled 
walking frame to get about 
and she has been reduced to 
boiling a kettle in the kitchen 
and balancing it on her walk¬ 
er to take it to the bathroom 
for a wash, which is danger¬ 
ous. She has not had a show¬ 
er now for two weeks and 
there is only cold water to 
wash hands after the toilet. 

“There are residents who 
are older and more infirm 
than my mother and I don’t 
know how they are coping.” 

Mr Shelton says that Sanc¬ 
tuary Housing had offered 
to pay for residents’ to travel 
into Ely by taxi in order to 
wash - and had offered to 
put them up in a hotel. He

said: “Sanctuary have sent 
three notes to residents 
apologising and saying that 
they will get the boiler fixed 
or replaced, but to date to no 
effect. 

“[A hotel] would not be 
suitable for my mother as 


she has all the facilities, 
equipment and medicines 
she needs in her Soham flat 
for mobility and to keep 
well.” 

A spokeswoman for Sanc¬ 
tuary said they were “very 
sorry” for the disruption 
caused to residents. 

Speaking on Tuesday, she 
said: “There have been issues 
with the hot water supply at 
Millbrook House, however 
heating has been available. 

“Although we offered to 
pay for residents to move 
into temporary accommo¬ 
dation while repairs were 
being carried out no one 
chose to do so. Workmen are 
on site to complete repairs 
to the system today, and we 
are very sorry for the disrup¬ 
tion.”

Talking rubbish in Ely 

‘WHERE has all the rubbish gone?’ 
is the title of the Ely Society’s talk on 
Wednesday, January 14. 

Nick King, from AmeyCespa, is 
hosting the talk at Ely Museum’s 
Vernon Cross Meeting Room and 
will be telling people how waste and 
recycling is processed, and its wider 
global impact.

THE family of a boy who is 
going blind after taking a 
single dose of ibuprofen are 
planning legal action against 
the NHS. 

Calvin Lock, 13, went 
down with a suspected viral 
infection in September 2012 
and was given a single dose 
of the medicine by his mum. 

But that triggered an ex¬ 
tremely rare reaction which 
caused his body to burst into 
blisters and his hair and fin¬ 
gernails to fall out. 

Calvin lost 65 per cent of 
his skin and was on a life 
support machine for three 
days. 

Doctors initially said it 
was chicken pox before di¬ 
agnosing Stevens fohnson 
Syndrome which causes the 
cells in skin to die before 
shedding like a snake’s. 

But Calvin’s condition 
worsened and he developed 
the more serious form of the 
condition, Toxic Epidermal 
Necrolysis. 

He spent nearly three 
weeks in Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital receiving treatment 
before being allowed back 
to his home in Upton Place, 
Littleport. 

But Calvin, who lives with

his family, including mum, 
Robyn Moult, 40, and step- 
dad, Daryn Chambers, 49, 
has now developed a pain¬ 
ful eye disease that will leave 
him blind in both eyes with¬ 
in the next two years. 

He has to have eye drops 
put in every hour of every 
day and also suffers chronic 
fatigue, full body scarring, 
mouth and throat problems, 
depression and has been di¬ 
agnosed with Post Traumatic 
Stress Disorder. 

The couple are now plan¬ 
ning legal action against the 
NHS, claiming the original 
misdiagnosis has made his 
condition much worse. 

They also believe Adden¬ 
brooke’s could have done 
more to prevent the infec¬ 
tion and its side effects if 
staff had acted sooner. 

Robyn said: “It’s an auto¬ 
immune condition which 
will never go away. His body 
will constantly attack itself 
and it’s devastating to watch. 

“Calvy feels like he has 
constant grit in his eye, it’s 


extremely painful for him. 

“If he forgets to put his eye 
drops in he’s left rolling on 
the floor in agony. The con¬ 
dition left him with memory 
loss and this means he fre¬ 
quently does forget. 

“He’s so intelligent and 
bright but now he can’t be 
bothered with school, he 
doesn’t see the point be¬ 
cause he doesn’t think he has 
a future.” 

The couple say he was 
twice wrongly diagnosed 
with chickenpox and a spe¬ 
cialist witness employed by 
their legal team said the di¬ 
agnosis should have been 
put to a more senior doctor. 

They also believe he 
should have been trans¬ 
ferred straight away to the 
burns unit in Essex. 

Robyn said: “There should 
have been a thorough in¬ 
vestigation. Clearly the doc¬ 
tor should have consulted a 
senior member of staff about 
Calvin’s diagnosis. 

“His care was inadequate 
and it’s left him with debili¬ 
tating conditions.” 

Addenbrooke’s declined to 
comment.

Man denies selling cigarettes from car 


A MAN has appeared in 
court accused of illegally 
selling alcohol and cigarettes 
from his car. 

Damian Trojak, 26, is 
charged with two counts of 
failing to pay £4,000 worth 
of duty on imported alcohol 
and cigarettes.

accused of carrying and 
selling the items without the 
correct licence.

Magistrates were unable 
to accept jurisdiction and the 
case was sent to Cambridge 
Crown Court. 

Trojak will next appear 
there on March 20 for a 
plea and direction hearing 
and was released on 
unconditional bail.

Drink driver 
chef is banned 


A CHEF who drank seven 
pints and crashed into the 
back of a car on New Year’s 
Day has been banned from 
driving. 

Ashley Sargent, of Bury 
Lane, Ely, admitted letting 
off some steam at a party 
before getting behind the 
wheel with a friend during 
the early hours. 

The 26-year-old, who 
works at Michelin-star Res¬ 
taurant Alimentum, in Cam¬ 
bridge, appeared at Cam¬ 
bridge Magistrates’ Court 
on Friday where he pleaded 
guilty to driving over the le¬ 
gal limit. 

Delia Matthews, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “The defend¬ 
ant drank about six or seven 
pints before getting into a 
Peugeot 307.

“At around 5.45am, he 
crashed into a stationary ve¬ 
hicle on Main Road, Witch- 
ford, causing severe damage 
to both his and the other car. 

“Some residents heard the 
crash and invited him and 
his friend into the house and 
called the police.” 

In a police breath test, 
former Ely College student 
Sargent was found to have 
54mg of alcohol per 100ml 
of breath - the legal limit is 
35mg. 

Mark Shelley, mitigating, 
said the defendant couldn’t 
bring himself to speak in 
court. 

He said: “Mr Sargent is 
very anxious. He works as a 


chef in the area and said he 
had been working all hours 
over the Christmas period. 

“This night was him burn¬ 
ing off some steam ... He 
doesn’t understand why he 
did it, and it’s very difficult 
for him. 

“Working the hours he 
does means Mr Sargent does 
not get public transport and 
cannot afford a taxi to get 
around.” 

Dr Stephen Baxter, sen¬ 
tencing, gave Sargent credit 
for his early guilty plea, but 
said there were aggravating 
circumstances in that an¬ 
other person was in the ve¬ 
hicle at the time. 

Sargent was disqualified 
from driving for 15 months, 
fined £400 and ordered to 
pay £125 in costs.

Police say 
two face no 
further action 

TWO men arrested in 
connection with the 
disappearance of Ely pub 
landlady Deborah Steel have 
been released without charge. 

The men, aged 50 and 70, and 
both from Ely, were told they 
would face no further action by 
officers when they answered 
bail at March police station on 
Tuesday. 

However, officers have re¬ 
bailed a third man, aged 72, 
also from Ely, who was arrested 
in connection with the case. 

He must return to Parkside 
Police Station, in Cambridge, on 
February 17. 

Ms Steel, 37, was the landlady 
of the Royal Standard pub, in 
Forehill, and disappeared on 
December 28,1997. 

Her body has not been found, 
despite searches by police and 
several appeals. 

In September, excavations took 
place at a property in Longfields, 
Ely, which police said was 
"linked to the disappearance". 

Ms Steel's disappearance was 
reclassified this year from a long¬ 
term missing person to a murder 
inquiry by Cambridgeshire 
police.

MONTY the horse was at the 
centre of a dramatic rescue 
operation - after getting his 
foot stuck between the metal 
bars of his stable. 

Rebecca James and her 
family, of Rosefield Lane, So- 
ham, were woken up in the 
early hours of Friday by loud 
banging coming from one of 
the stables. 

Rebecca, 46, rushed out¬ 
side to find distressed Monty, 
a seven-year-old Irish Sport 
Horse, lying on the ground 
with his rear left foot wedged 
in between two of the metal 
bars of his stable divider, 4ft 
off the ground. 

She and her husband, 
Jonathan, who owns local 
family-run firm James Grav¬ 
en Ltd, called the fire service 
and an out-of-hours vet. 

One fire crew from Soham 
and a crew and rescue vehi¬ 
cle from Cambridge went to 
Monty’s aid just after 3.50am 
and carefully cut the metal 
bars before helping to re¬ 
lease him. 

Amazingly, he suffered just 
a cut to his hind leg. 

Mum-of-two Rebecca 
said: “Things could have 
been horrific for Monty and

we’re over the moon that he’s 
OK. 

“If he had thrashed around 
in the stable with his leg 
caught in that position he 
could have easily broken his 
leg or sustained even worse 
injuries. 

“We are so, so grateful to 
the fire service and the out- 
of-hours vet from Newmar¬ 
ket’s Rossdales Veterinary 
Surgery. Without them, the 
ending certainly wouldn’t 
have been so positive.” 

Rebecca, who has a 
daughter, Emily, 15, and son, 
Joshua, 13, said: “I went out 
to give the horses an apple 
each at around lam, and 
they were all fine. 

“My daughter was then 
woken up by loud banging 
noises coming from the sta¬ 
bles. 

“I rushed out there and to 
see Monty trapped like he 
was was awful. He was really 
distressed so I just started to 
speak to him softly, which 
seemed to calm him down, 
before calling the fire service. 


I didn’t want him to panic as 
he could have really caused 
some damage if he did. 

“I don’t know how he got 
his foot stuck in between 
the bars - it’s certainly not 
something I’ve ever come 
across before, and certainly 
not something I’d wish to 
happen again - but the only 
thing I can think is that it 
happened when he rolled 
over. 

“The fire service were 
amazing. They knew exactly 
what to do.” 

Rebecca added: “Monty 
has had a thorough check- 
over from the vet and he is 
fine, apart from a cut on his 
leg. 

“We’re amazed to be hon¬ 
est and obviously delighted. 
We’ve had him since he was a 
foal so he’s part of the family. 

“We’re going to be remov¬ 
ing all the bars from the sta¬ 
bles now. I couldn’t bear for 
anything like that to happen 
again and I’d advise all horse 
owners to be cautious.”

Inquest into death of James, 32 


AN inquest into the death 
of Littleport man James 
Harrison is being held next 
week. 

Mr Harrison, 32, of 
Hardwicke Close, was 
found dead in Ponts Hill, 
Littleport, in the early hours 
of September 24 last year. 


It was later revealed that 
Mr Harrison's body was left 
at Ely ambulance station 
for more than three hours 
before being taken to the 
mortuary at Addenbrooke's 
Hospital because doing so 
would have meant crews 
working overtime. 


The East of England 
Ambulance Service NHS 
Trust has since apologised 
"wholeheartedly" to his 
family for what happened. 

The inquest is being held 
at the South Fens Business 
Centre in Chatteris on 
Wednesday, January 14.

With uncertain income streams and 
a huge burden of debt, they are also 
failing to fulfil promises made at the 
last election. 

Does anybody else recall those 
promises that the Ely Masterplan 
would, through development, fund 
leisure provision, road improvements 
and crucially deliver 30% affordable 
housing for local people. 

The situation today illustrates the 
contempt that the administration 
has for the electorate and council 
workers. Coalition cuts have led to 
a black hole in finances and there 
have been redundancies to enable 
pet projects to struggle on while basic 
services suffer. 

The council is now selling every land 
asset that can find a buyer in order 
to fund the leisure centre prior to the 
election. In Witchford for example 
a piece of land gained for the 
community via a 106 planning gain 
agreement was sold to a private buyer 
and more recently land with detailed 
plans for 16 affordable homes, all 
with tenants waiting, was sold to a 
developer for five private houses 
and no condition for any affordable 
commitment. The council has a target 
to deliver 200 affordable houses a 
year, but last year managed less than 
20. This is shameful. 

The coalition has given developers 
the right to declare developments 
unviable if they cannot clear a 20% 
profit. Ely North is now expected to 
deliver 15% affordable housing, or 
half that promised, as other burdens 
on the profit margin are prioritised. It 
cannot be right to prioritise a country 
park and leisure centre above local 
housing needs in an area under 
pressure because of high housing 
costs in the Cambridge area. 

I wonder how coalition partners 
justify a guaranteed 20% profit 
margin for developers when most 
businesses have to make their own 
way. 

Many local children are going to find 
great difficulty leaving the family 
home as they grow up. The priority 
has to be to develop more affordable 
housing, of whatever tenure, not to 
commit yet more millions deciding 
just what leisure specification will get 
most votes. The housing crisis is likely 
to concern everyone that does not 
have a very large bank of mum and 
dad. I would love to hear what those 
in positions of influence have to say 
on the matter.

CAMBRIDGESHIRE and Peterborough 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
announced a consultation on a future 
model for GP Out of Hours and 
NHS 111 services on December 19, 
2014, and have put the services out 
to competitive tender. Normally CCG 
consultations last for 12 weeks. 

The closing date for this one is 
February 20, 2015, ie nine weeks. 

The consultation document is 
available on line but there are as yet 
no hard copies in GP surgeries or in 
the library. 

There have been no adverts to invite 
comments on how the existing system 
could be improved and to alert the 
public to this possible privatisation. 

At the moment local doctors are 
providing the GP Out of Hours 
service. 

A recent Care Quality Commission 
report for Urgent Care 
Cambridgeshire (Cambridgeshire 
Doctors on Call) said that the patients 
were overwhelmingly positive about 
the service they received. Competitive 
tendering is expensive in terms of 
cost, both financially and staff time, 
and so local GP consortia are at 
a disadvantage when compared 
with large companies in bidding for 
these services. If a private, for profit 
organisation wins the tender then 
we risk returning to the situation 
we had before when "Take Care 
Now" was relying on doctors 
flying in from Europe with no prior 
assessment of their competence.

Man, 23, guilty 
of assaulting 
police officers 

A MAN has pleaded guilty to 
assaulting three police officers. 

Joshua Green, 23, appeared at 
Cambridge Magistrates' Court on 
New Year's Eve charged with four 
offences. 

Green pleaded guilty to three 
counts of assaulting a constable in the 
execution of duty in October, and 
one count of being in possession of a 
Class A drug in July. 

The court was told that police 
executed a search at Green's 
girlfriend's home, and found a pair 
of his jeans with four wraps of drugs 
inside. 

Tests confirmed that the drugs were 
MDMA, and in interview, Green told 
police that he had paid £10 for each 
wrap, and intended to take the drugs 
himself. 

The assaults occurred at his 
girlfriend's home, when police 
attended the address to ask questions 
about a separate incident. 

Giles Beaumont, prosecuting, said: 
"[Green] started to become physically 
aggressive and there was a scuffle 
between him and the officers." 

Mary Cleaver, mitigating, told 
the court that Green, of Morley 
Drive, Ely, has recently completed a 
probation period with a construction 
firm, and was hopeful of more work 
in the new year, and a brighter 
future. Green, who was released on 
unconditional bail, will return to the 
court on January 21 for sentence.

100 steps for 
rare cancer 


AN Ely man who will not live to 
see his young son grow up due to 
a rare form of cancer is backing a 
campaign to raise awareness of 
the disease. 

Paul Cowley was diagnosed 
with Mesothelioma two years 
ago, which is caused by exposure 
to asbestos and commonly af¬ 
fects people in the building trade. 

The 36-year-old is supporting 
a campaign launched by fellow 
Ely resident Jackie Elsom, whose 
husband Richard also suffers 
from the disease, which is ask¬ 
ing people to walk 100 steps for 
‘Meso’ when they go for a winter 
walk in the New Year. 

She hopes that by people do¬ 
nating £1 to the national char¬ 
ity Mesothelioma UK - a penny 
for every step - it will pay for re¬ 
search and raise awareness of the 
disease. 

Mr Cowley, of Larkfield Road, 
who has already donated to the 
appeal and taken part in the 100 
steps after meeting Jackie at the 
Papworth Mesothelioma Sup¬ 
port group, had an operation to 
remove part of the cancer and six 
months of chemotherapy follow¬ 
ing his diagnosis in October 2012.

He has now given up work to 
spend time with his four-year-old 
son Ethan and his wife, Claire, but 
is fiercely committed to raising 
awareness of the disease which 
claims the lives of 2,300 people in 
the UK each year. 

“I don’t how I was exposed to 
it, it was discovered by accident 
when I was having investiga¬ 
tions for something else,” he said. 
“As far as I know, I’ve never been 
near asbestos. Dad was an agri¬ 
cultural engineer and always told 
me what asbestos was. That’s all I 
remember.” 

Mr Cowley says he remains 
positive and takes each day as it 
comes. 

He said: “I will never be cured. 
It’s stable at the moment but at 
any time in the next few months 
it could start up again. At the mo¬ 
ment it’s a waiting game but it will 
get me. 

“Since I’ve had this disease, it’s 
my one aim to let everyone know 
about it.”

she appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Poole also admitted pos¬ 
sessing 0.72 grams of the 
drug MDMA on November 
17 last year. 

Mrs Matthews said Poole 
had worked at the store for 
some time and a shortfall 
of £75 was found on the till. 
The store then ran a CCTV 
check on the till being used 
by Poole. 

She told investigators that 


she had been making false 
refunds for about five weeks 
and had taken the cash. 

Mrs Matthews said: “They 
are not entirely sure how 
much she had stolen but it 
was no higher than £2,200.” 

She told the court that 
a quantity of the drug was 
then found in her posses¬ 
sion. 

Monica Lentin, defend¬ 
ing, urged magistrates to al¬ 
low reports to be prepared 
before sentencing Poole. 

The case was adjourned 
until January 20 for reports 
with all sentencing options 
to be considered. She was 
released on unconditional 
bail.

Think before 


you dial 999, 
say NHS chiefs 


PEOPLE are being urged to 
think twice before they dial 
999 or go to A&E. 

NHS Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough leaders say 
they are seeing “unprece¬ 
dented demand” on hospitals 
in the region. 

In a statement, Dr Neil 
Modha, chief clinical officer 
for the NHS Cambridgesh¬ 
ire and Peterborough Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group 
(CCG), the body responsible 
for commissioning many 
NHS health services across 
the area, said: “We’re seeing 
unprecedented demand at 
our hospitals across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough. 

“Attendance at emergency 
departments in particular are 
up in every hospital and all 
hospitals have patients who 
are awaiting discharge but re-

quire health or social care in 
the community. 

“Social care and communi¬ 
ty health services are also un¬ 
der pressure as they support 
increasingly more complex 
patients in the community to 
enable people to retain their 
independence and avoid hos¬ 
pital admissions or leave hos¬ 
pital earlier where clinically 
appropriate.” 

Dr Modha is assuring resi¬ 
dents that NHS leaders are 
doing everything they can to 
deal with the pressure while 
maintaining high treatment 
standards. 

He said: “This is a challenge 
for the NHS under huge stress 
- but we want to reassure pa¬ 
tients that all NHS leaders 
are working together to man¬ 


age this exceptionally busy 
time and ensure that patient 
care remains high quality 
throughout. 

“We are asking that the 
public consider where they 
go when they are feeling un¬ 
well and only use A&E or 999 
when they are acutely unwell 
or have a life-threatening 
condition. 

“The public can see their 
GP, or use the local minor in¬ 
jury or illness units or walk-in 
centres. 

“If their GP practice is 
closed they should contact 
the out of hours GP service 
first (by calling 111), or seek 
advice from a local pharma¬ 
cist who are also there to help. 

“If people are not sure 
where best to go they should 
call NHS 111 and will receive 
advice and direction about 
the best place to be seen.”

Stamp Duty reform: positive market news

A classical treat 


R OYAL Northern Sinfonia makes 
its Cambridge Corn Exchange 
debut as part of this year's News- 
backed Cambridge Classical Concert 
Series. ANDREW BURTON spoke 
to concert director Kyra Humphries 
about what lies in store... 

What does playing the violin mean 
to you? 

I find music completely sustaining. 
Words just can't express it. With music, 
you can experience everything, from 
joy and despair to playfulness and 


excitement. It gives you the chance to 
express all of those emotions, and to do 
it communally, which seems increasingly 
important these days as we all seem so 
busy. I really enjoy creating music with a 
group of people. 

This performance has no conductor. 
What difference does that make? 

It means that all the musicians have 
a little more responsibility than usual. 
Everyone needs to be really tuned 
in to what's going on and to adjust 
musically to how their fellow musicians 
are playing. We all have to be really

listening and contributing. We all do this 
anyway when a conductor is present but 
without a conductor it heightens the way 
we all listen. 

How do you manage to play violin 
and direct the ensemble at the same 
time? 

We play together all the time; we're 
a very close-knit group. We are the 
only 'contract' chamber orchestra in 
the country, which means we are all 
salaried, rather than being hired per 
concert. So we know each other very 
well, both musically and personally. This

makes it easier to respond to how 
people are playing. We are a team 
and it really helps that we understand 
one another before we even start. 

Tell me about the programme 
you'll be playing on the night. 

I've always loved Mozart. I grew 
up listening to Mozart operas. He's 
my Desert Island composer. The 
Violin Concerto I'll be playing (No. 4) 
definitely has operatic characters in 
the themes. It's always a joy to play 
Mozart. His music appears incredibly 
simple but at the same time is very 
complex. The Saint-Saens' Cello 
Concerto No.1 which soloist Natalie 
Clein will be playing is an example of 
a composer wearing his heart on his 
sleeve. I love that concerto; it's very 
youthful and exuberant which in a 
way links it to the Mozart pieces we'll 
be playing. Barber's Adagio for Strings 
is hugely expressive, and Mozart's 
Symphony No 29, which ends the 
concert, is a dear old friend for me as 
it's the first whole Mozart symphony I 
ever played. 

The concert opens with Barber's 
Adagio for Strings. What is it about 
this piece that so connects with 
people? 

It's really hard to put it into words. 
It's quite epic, even though it's quite 
short. When you get to the climax 
of the piece, you feel as if you've 
travelled a long way in a short space 
of time. It's an extraordinary piece of 
music, which goes straight to people's 


emotions. It's also very beautiful. 

Can you tell me about Royal 
Northern Sinfonia as a whole? 

We are a very versatile ensemble. 
Each musician plays chamber music 
throughout the year and we also do 
quite a lot of contemporary music 
such as the 'late mix' sessions at Sage 
Gateshead where we're based. As 
a chamber orchestra we play lots 
of Beethoven, Hadyn, Schumann, 
Mozart and Brahms. We also play 
quite a lot of Baroque music, so our 
musical output is extremely varied. 

Do you have any connections 
with Cambridge? 

I have several musical friends who 
went to Cambridge but I was on the 
other side; I did a Maths degree in 
Oxford. 

What's the link between maths 
and music for you? 

People always say there's a 
connection between the two but 
I'm not sure. They both have a 
relationship with purity and they are 
both a language of sorts. But for me, 
all I know is that I've always loved 
playing music and have also always 
loved maths. 

What advice would you give 
to any young, aspiring musicians 
contemplating a professional career 
in music? 

You need to practice very hard 
and be very technically able because 
these days it's very competitive. 

But really, I would advise people to 



remember that it's the music that's 
the most important thing: if the 
music isn't living and breathing and 
expressive then no matter how good 
your technique is, it won't mean 
anything. You've got to 'speak' to 
your audience, and speak personally 
through your music when you play. 
Try to find your voice and stay true to 
what that is. It's also really important 
to listen to lots of music and lots of 
different artists. Remain focused but 
also aim to keep musical breadth. 

If you could take yourself back 
in time and be present at the 
first performance of any piece of 
classical music in history, which 
would you choose? 

The Rite of Spring by Stravinsky. 
That whole period was so 
extraordinary. It was a time when 
music was changing very rapidly. 

The combination of the art, the 
dance and the music at that first 
performance must have made for 
an electrifying night. Stravinsky is 
one of my top five composers; I 
think he has everything. He also 
wrote brilliantly about music and 


art. He wrote about how you need 
boundaries and structure in order 
to be free and he really understood 
the connection between discipline 
and artistic expression. That really 
resonates with me: you can't have 
freedom by simply being wild and 
disorganised; you need some order 
in your life, in your work and in your 
art in order to be the most expressive 
you can be. He wrote a series of 
little essays about this and so another 
piece of advice I might offer aspiring 
musicians is to read those essays! If I 
went further back in history, it would 
be the Beethoven Violin Concerto. 
There are accounts of people 
interrupting the piece, clapping and 
booing. It's hard now to imagine 
those days of concert-giving and what 
it must have been like! It must have 
been such a wild experience and the 
music must have been sublime.

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The fine art of 
cider-making is 
alive and kicking 
in Stretham, where 
apple aficionado 
Charles Roberts brews 
Pickled Pig Cider in 
an entirely natural 
way. Louise Cummings 
drops in for a taste 
of the award-winning 
brew... 



Appley ever after 


I T'S 11 am on a chilly Monday 
morning and I'm drinking cider. Lots 
of it. 

And it's a revelation. My last serious 
foray into cider was as a spotty teen 
("I was 18 guv'nor, honest"), when 
I'd ingest pints of pub cider, so 
synthetic it could double up as paint 
stripper. Often mixed with lager and 
blackcurrant, it had a frothy reddish 
hue and my older brother teased me 
that it would ferment in my stomach 
and pickle my organs (siblings can be 
cruel). 

But this cider is in another league. 
This is the FI of cider; fruity and 
delicious, it's devilishly drinkable and 
100 per cent natural. 

"We don't add any additives, sulphur 
or nitrogen," Charles Roberts, the 
brains behind Pickled Pig Cider, tells 
me. 

"We try to make cider the old 
fashioned way, we don't do modern!" 
he laughs, handing me a mug of his 
latest batch of New Season Porker. 



"Oh, this one smells like a Sauvignon 
Blanc," I remark, taking a gleeful sniff 
and a generous glug. Smooth and 
ever-so-palatable, with just a hint of 
fizz, the fruity cider has a luscious 
after-taste of pear drops. 

"That one's made from 
Worcester Pearmains and 
Discovery apples," Charles 
enthuses. "It was only pressed 
in October, so it's very young. 

People associate the West 
Country with cider, but East 
Anglia's ciders are much more 
wine-like. West Country ciders 
tend to be made with traditional 
cider varieties of apple, whereas 
East Anglian ciders are generally 
produced with eaters and 
cookers so they have a very 
different flavour." 

Father-of-two Charles, who lives 
in Stretham with his wife Laura and a 
menagerie of pigs and turkeys, runs his 
own management consultancy by day, 
but cider-making is his true vocation, 
and he's quite the authority. In fact, 
within minutes of me arriving at his 
imposing residence, located up a long 
gravel driveway, he's apologising in 
advance for blinding me with science. 

Fortunately I've swotted up on 
the delicate process of cider-making 
(go on, ask me about malolactic 
fermentation .. .), so when we wander 
over to the barn where the magic 
happens, I'm not completely out of my 
depth. 

I'm hit first by the rich fruity aroma 
of apples, then charmed by the sight of 
the traditional machinery, from the old 
wooden presses to the simple tumbler 
which washes the fruit before its juice 
is extracted. Everything is done entirely 
naturally and in line with Pickled Pig's 
ethos of "staying true to traditional 
methods and making cider with 
passion". 

"We put the cider into oak barrels, 
bourbon and whisky casks," Charles 



explains. "They 
will be in there for different 
periods of time depending on the cider. 
We ferment everything naturally and 
wait until it is just right. Some ciders 
are ready in six weeks, but most take 
three or four months. These will be 
best between May and September next 
year." 

Wandering past a stack of crates of 
old English apples that have just been 
delivered from an orchard in Bourn, 
soon to be transformed into a batch of 
Bourn Again, Charles tells me about 
how Pickled Pig came to fruition. 

"I've always loved cider. My mum 
grew up partly in Somerset, real cider 
country, which is where I tried my 
first taste in Bruton. I thought it was 
wonderful and have enjoyed West 
Country ciders ever since!" he beams. 

"We bought an apple press back 
in 2001 because we had a couple 
of apple trees in our garden and our 
neighbour also had lots of trees, and 
we worried we were wasting the fruit. 
We made five gallons of cider the first 
time." 


So how did 

he master the skills of brewing craft 
cider? "I read books. I'm passionate 
about old books so I read all the texts 
on cider making, some written in the 
18th century. I've learnt a lot from the 
old ways. Sometimes people are too 
inclined to intervene with things, to 
try and understand everything to the 
nth degree and from that knowledge 
comes the desire to manipulate. 
Whereas actually, if you understand the 
basic rules - which they certainly did 
in the 18th and 19th century - then 
you know enough to make a very fine 
cider." 

So fine was Charles's fruity creation 
that it was soon the talk of Camra 
(Campaign for Real Ale). 

"I took a jug of my cider over to The 
Red Lion pub across the road, because 
I know the landlord, and a lady from 
the Ely branch of Camra called Julie 
tried it. I remember her saying 'Well, 

I don't usually like cider, but I could 
drink yours'. She was organising the Ely 
Beer Festival so we put our first cider 


into that festival and the feedback was 
great; people really liked it. So after 
that we started taking the business a bit 
more seriously!" 

Since then Pickled Pig, named after 
the family's British Saddleback Pigs, 
who are rather fond of chowing down 
on the apple pulp from the barn 
(which once left them a bit 'pickled', 
but that's another story), has made 
between 1,400 and 1,500 gallons of 
cider each year. 

The taste, aroma and complexities 
of the cider alters with the seasons 
and apple selections, and there are at 
least eight quirkily titled tipples, from 
New Season Porker, a young medium 
cider made using three apple varieties 
grown within sight of Ely Cathedral (a 
fast fermentation captures the natural 
flavours and aromas of the fruit giving 
a fresh young appley cider), to Rum 
Cask, brewed in the autumn using two 
varieties of local dessert apples and 
juice from a few Lord Lambourne or 
Bramley cooking apples to balance 
acidity. 

This one is fermented slowly and 
stored in an oak barrel used to age and 
import rum from the Caribbean, with 
just a smidgeon of brown sugar added. 
There are also some lovely perries 
made from traditional pears, which 
have garnered several awards for the 
company. 

Charles sources his fruit locally, both 
to keep true to his East Anglian roots 
and to cut down food miles, the lion's 
share coming from an ageing orchard 
owned by Robert and Stuart Norman 
in Haddenham. "They have an English 
apple orchard, with lots of old English 
varieties, many of which are not 
commercially viable any more. We try 
and take any fruit that they've got and 
the upside of that is we get all the old 
fashioned varieties, things like Ellison's 
Orange, Pearl, Worcester Pearmains. 

"The best cider is made from fruit 
from impoverished trees; the harder 
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life the tree is getting the better 
cider it produces. That's to do 
with the nutrient content of the 
juice," Charles tells me. 

"You want the apples to 
have low nitrogen content as 
nitrogen feeds yeast and the 
more there is, particularly in 
commercial fruit, the faster 
the fermentation. And when it 
ferments really quickly, it drives 
off all the volatile compounds 
from the juice, so the barn 
smells lovely but the cider is 
thin. 

"The Normans don't put any 
fertilizer on the trees so the fruit 
will ferment more slowly, which 
is perfect," he explains. 

Pickled Pig's popularity has 
grown steadily over the years, 
with flagons of the moreish 
brew on sale locally at Stretham 
stores, 3At3 Delicatessen and 
Cafe and Allgoods Deli in Ely, 
and the cider stocked at some 
of the region's real ale pubs. 

In Cambridge, you can nurse 
a pint of Pickled Pig at The 
Haymakers in Chesterton, 

The Cambridge Blue, The 
Devonshire Arms, The Kingston 
Arms and The Red Lion at 
Histon. While further afield, 

The Townhouse and The 
Liberty Belle in Ely, The Railway 
Arms in Down ham Market and 
Five Miles From Anywhere in 
Upware are all enamoured 
with the brand. That's not 


to mention new Willingham 
micropub The Bank, and the 
regular farmers' markets and 
beer festivals (Cambridge, 
Norwich, Peterborough), where 
Charles's traditional thirst- 
quencher goes down a storm. 

"The pubs have been 
absolutely great. If I make a 
batch that's exceptionally good, 
I want to share it straight away 
because sometimes there will 
be a window of a few weeks 
when it will taste amazing, so 
it needs to get out there and 
be enjoyed. So I just call them 
up and say I've got something 
that's really good and they'll 
buy into that." 

Trudging around in green 
wellies, proudly showing me 
this season's crop of Jonga 
Red and Golden Delicious, 
and insisting I taste the 
goods, Charles is clearly very 
passionate about Picked Pig. 
"It's just so wonderful when 
you get really good 
fruit and you have 
the anticipation of 
wondering what cider 
it is going to make. 

And I love the fact 
the cider changes 
throughout the year, 
so the flavour is always 
different," he smiles. 

"We'll often have a glass 
with dinner because it's nice 
to pair with food. Some new 


season ciders you can drink with 
dessert, maybe a nice apple 
crumble, because they're sweet 
enough to offset the acidity of 
the crumble." 

Charles continues to run 
his management consultancy, 
but the dream would be to 
turn full-time cider maker one 
day. "It's frustrating sometimes 
to not have as much time 
to dedicate to it as I would 
like, but it's a nice hobby at 
the moment. It's completely 
different to work; it's great 
to come home after a long 
hard day, have a glass of cider 
and go down to the barn and 
immediately switch off. 

"My son is at university 
at the moment so when he 
finishes, I'm hoping he might 
be interested in taking up the 
business. That would be nice." 

For now, spreading a bit of 
love for cider-making is reward 
enough for Charles and his 
burgeoning enterprise. 

"It's why I do it. It's 
lovely when you make 
a batch of cider that's 
absolutely amazing 
and you see people 
drinking it and their 
face lights up and you 
get that smile and think 
'Yeah'!" he enthuses. "It's just 
wonderful to have resurrected 
the tradition of great craft cider¬ 
making in East Anglia."

Six essentials for 
safe winter driving 


STAYING safe on the roads in win¬ 
ter is not just about driving careful¬ 
ly, it’s about planning for situations 
that may arise due to bad weather or 
other people’s poor driving. 

To make sure you are safe and well 
should you get stuck in bad weather, 
or even a lengthy traffic jam, here 
are six simple life-savers... 

1. The most basic and one of the eas¬ 
iest tips to staying safe on the roads 
in winter, and any other time of the 
year, is to keep hydrated. A bottle of 
water in the car can make the dif¬ 
ference between a long but comfort¬ 
able stretch in the car and a boring, 
headache-filled endurance test. Try 
to keep a large bottle of water in the 
cabin, but not in the boot where it 
could freeze.

2. Food is also vital to keep in the 
car in case of an emergency. Rather 
than sandwiches, keep a stock of 
food that will last for a long time in 
the car and is full of energy such as 
chocolate bars and nuts. For fresh 
food, fruit is great as it gives a slow 
release of energy and comes in a nat¬ 
ural wrapper.

tions taken care of, you also need 
to think about staying warm. Using 
the car’s heater is fine when you’re 
driving, but it might not always be 
available, if you break down for in¬ 
stance. A good winter coat is a must, 
but also think about layers as they 
will keep you warmer even when 
sat still. A couple of fleeces are ideal 
to pack in the boot, while a hat and 
gloves are also essential. You could 
also consider packing a blanket to 
wrap around yourself if you know 
you are going to be stationary for a 


long time. Even so, try to keep mov¬ 
ing regularly if it’s safe to get out of 
the car. 

4. Another vital item of clothing 
is what you put on your feet. High 
heels might be perfect for the office, 
but wellies or a pair of walking shoes 
will be more use in a snow drift. 
Make sure these shoes have good 
grips and are waterproof as cold, wet 
feet will make you feel much worse. 

5. Getting stuck in snow or on icy 
roads is common in winter, so a tow 
rope is essential in any car’s win¬ 
ter kit bag. You might never need 
it yourself, but it could help you 
be the Good Samaritan to help an¬ 
other driver get unstuck. Follow the 
instructions on the tow rope packet 
and use it safely. Make sure your 
own car is always able to get going 
too so you don’t become part of the 
problem while trying to help others. 

6. Finally, one of the easiest things 
to put in your car for winter is fuel. 
Do not risk running out of petrol 
or diesel by letting the fuel needle 
hover into the red. As soon as the 
tank drops into the half empty zone, 
fill up. It might mean more frequent 
fuel stops in the winter months, but 
it also means you will never worry 
about keeping the engine running to 
stay warm and dry if you get snowed 
in on a journey.
